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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  "  New  York  Female  Assistance  Society," 
for  the  relief  of  the  Sick  Poor,  without  reference  to  color  or  nation. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  business  of  this  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  Three  Directresses, 
a  Treasurer,  two  Secretaries,  a  Finance  Committee,  and  a  Board  of  Man- 
agers, all  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Every  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  opened  with  Prayer,  or  the 
reading  of  a  portion  of  Scripture. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

At  every  meeting  of  this  Society,  twelve  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Society  sliall  be  on  the  second  Thursday 
in  November. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Oriicer3  and  Managers  shall  constitute  a  Visiting  Committee, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  any  sick  poor  that  may  apply  for  relief, 
and  to  relieve,  as  the  case  may  require,  and  the  seventh  article  of  this 
Constitution  allow. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

» 

Assistance  to  be  given  in  necessary  articles,  and  never  in  money,  ex- 
cepting when  relief  cannot  be  otherwise  effected. 

ARTICLE  VIE: 

The  Committee  shall  use  their  utmost  endeavors  to  ascertain  the  real 
character  and  true  situation  of  every  person  they  visit,  by  closely  ques- 
tioning them  ;  and,  if  they  think  necessary,  by  inquiry  of  the  surround- 
ing neighbors. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Committee  shall  relieve  no  person  whom  they  have  not  previously 
visited ;  and  relief  shall  be  afforded  with  the  strictest  impartiality. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Committee  shall,  according  to  the  best  of  their  abilities,  and  as 
Opportunity  may  offer,  endeavor  to  impress  on  the  sick  the  necessity  and 
importance  of  religion. 

ARTICLE  XL 

This  Society  shall  recommend  due  attention  to  industry,  economy  and 
uprightness  of  behavior;  and  hold  out  every  encouragement  to  virtue, 
and  every  assistance  to  honest  exertion. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  not  be  less  than  three  dollars,  to  be 
paid  in  advance. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Directress  first  named  present,  or,  in  case  of  her  absence,  either  of 
the  others  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Committee ;  or,  if  all  be  absent,  one  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  shall  be  appointed  to  the  chair. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  the  Society, 
keep  a  Registry  of  the  Members'  names,  receive  the  dues,  and  pay  them 
into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall 
conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  give  notice  of  the  meetings, 
publish  the  donations,  and  present  the  Annual  Report. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  the  Donations  and  Subscriptions  to 
this  Institution,  and  shall  keep  regular  accounts  of  all  in  a  book  to  be 
provided  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

All  Drafts  on  the  Treasury  shall  be  signed  by  one  Directress,  or  a  Sec- 
retary, or,  in  their  absence,  by  two  of  the  Managers.

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SIXTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


Not  long  ago,  we  were  permitted  for  many  days  to  listen  with 
delight  to  the  honored  servants  of  God,  gathered  in  our  midst  from 
our  own  and  other  ]ands.  Our  hearts  rejoiced  in  the  rich  and 
varied  utterances  of  living  truth,  presented  by  men  of  rare  culture, 
and  of  saintly  piety.  We  were  deeply  interested  in  discussions  of 
"  things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God,  "  and  as  we  gazed  upon 
the  wondrous  company,  and  beheld  with  admiration  their  Christian 
love  and  sympathy,  their  constant  and  united  exaltation  of  Chris! 
above  all,  we  were  constrained  to  say  with  one  of  old,  "  Lord  it  is 
good  for  us  to  be  here,"  let  us  abide  in  this  glorious  place. 

But,  while  the  fragrance  of  their  loving  presence  still  lingers, 
and  the  moral  grandeur  and  beauty  of  the  scene  has  not  yet  faded 
from  our  vision,  we  return  to  our  usual  duties,  assured  that  we  are 
treading  in  the  footsteps  of  the  Master  himself;  for  did  not  He, 
when  he  descended  from  the  Mount  of  Transfiguration,  where 
he  had  been  so  gloriously  manifested  as  the  "  well-beloved  Son  " 
of  God,  give  his  personal  attention  first  of  all,  to  the  wants  of  a 
poor,  suffering  child?    We  are  content  to  follow  Him. 

As  a  Society  we  present  to  day  our  Sixtieth  Annual  Report. 
We  have  reached  an  honorable  age.  Sixty  years  of  continued 
health,  of  vigorous  action,  of  rich  experience,  of  increasing  ability 
to  work,  prove  our  Constitution  sound,  our  object  good,  our  plans 
judicious,  our  whole  system  eminently  wise  and  practicable,  and 
entitle  us  to  the  fullest  sympathy  and  confidence. 

As  usual,  in  presenting  an  account  of  our  work,  we  quote  largely 
from  the  reports  of  our  visitors.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  City  is 
our  parish,  and  that  we  adhere  faithfully  to  the  noble  object  of  our 
Association,  "  the  relief  of  the  sick  poor,  without  reference  to  color 
or  nation. " 

Mrs.  H.,  of  the  21st  Ward,  writes: 
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M  During  the  winter  of  1872  and  1873  my  attention  was  called, 
to  visit  and  relieve  a  German  Protestant  family,  both  husband  and 
wife  ill  with  consumption,  four  little  children,  were  without  food, 
the  aid  administered  from  the  Society  in  way  of  fuel,  food  and 
clothing,  were  heartily  appreciated.  The  husband  lived  until  April, 
while  the  poor  wife  suffered  until  August,  when  she  died,  leaving 
the  orphans  homeless.  They  desired  God's  blessing  to  rest  upon 
the  Society,  who  had  so  tenderly  cared  for  them,  in  their  hour  of 
great  need. 

"  Peter  Burns,  a  Catholic,  suffered  some  months  with  consump- 
tion, his  only  support  came  from  a  sister,  who  struggled  with  her 
needle  to  pay  the  rent  ;  he  desired  to  return  many  thanks  to  the 
Society  that  had  administered  so  kindly  to  his  wants.  He  died  in 
February. 

"  Mrs.  Bronk,  a  Protestant,  living  in  a  garret,  suffering  with 
cancer;  also  an  Irish  Protestant  woman,  totally  blind,  received 
many  comforts  during  the  winter.  1  could  mention  many  other 
names  of  the  suffering  and  neglected  ones  of  our  city,  livmg  in  the 
2 1st  Ward,  that  I  have  personally  visited  many  times.  Inr  cach- 
ing the  hearts  of  the  afflicted  ones  of  earth,  I  find  it  necessary  to 
minister  to  their  bodily  wants  first ;  these  friendly  visits  uain  their 
attention  to  listen  to  the  words  of  cheer  spoken  by  our  Master 
while  on  earth. "  She  adds,  4<  If  the  public  only  knew  half  the 
good  our  Society  is  doing  among  the  poor  and  suffering  ones  our 
Treasury  would  be  full.  " 

Mrs.  F.,  visited  a  man  ill  with  consumption  ;  his  wife  was  always 
complaining  that  her  lot  was  hard  ;  she  worked  on  the  Sabbath, 
thought  she  was  obliged  to  do  so.  The  faithful,  persevering  efforts  of 
the  visitor  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  the  entire  family — husband, 
wife,  and  daughter  united  with  a  Christian  church.  A  wonderful 
change  was  manifested.    The  man  has  since  died  in  great  peace. 

A  widow  suffering  with  the  same  hopeless  disease,  was  converted 
during  her  illness,  and  said  to  her  visitor,  "You  have  opened  my 
blind  eyes.  "  A  sick  woman  is  mentioned  who  was  at  first  gruff 
and  repulsive,  but  is  now  tender  and  deeply  interested  in  spirit- 
ual things. 

Mrs.  S.,  of  the  13th  Ward,  speaks  of  a  sick  man,  the  son  of  a 
clergyman,  his  wifo  formerly  a  teacher,  both  intelligent  Americans, 
had  five  children  ;  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  relieve  persons  so  wor- 
thy of  sympathy,  and  so  grateful  for  it.  Another  family  is  men. 
tioned,  the  mother  ill  with  consumption,  the  lather  in  feeble  health 
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and  without  employment,  four  children,  one  a  cripple,  one  child 
died  during  the  summer.  Another  visitor  says,  u  I  have  been 
much  interested  in  the  case  of  a  young  man  who  fell  from  a  ladder 
and  whs  fa  tall}-  injured;  he  was  frequently  visited,  and  many  com- 
forts provided  for  him  during  the  few  weeks  he  lingered,  lie 
died  with  his  aged  mother,  for  whom  he  manifested  much  affec- 
tion, and  whom  he  left  in  the  visitor's  care.  " 

Mrs.  H.,  of  the  lGth  Ward  writes : — "  I  have  had  a  very  interest- 
ing case.  An  Englishman  whom  we  succeeded  in  getting  into 
the  Hospital;  during  his  illness,  (consumption)  he  gave  his  heart 
to  Christ.  The  flannels  provided  by  the  Society,  added  greatly 
to  his  comfort,  during  his  stay  on  earth.  He  passed  away  some 
two  months  ago,  rejoicing  in  Jesus  his  Saviour,  leaving  his  wife 
and  three  little  ones  in  the  hands  of  a  Covenant-keeping  God. 
I  have  an  aged  Scotch  woman  over  ninety  years  old,  watching  and 
patiently  waiting  the  coming  of  her  Lord.  She,  with  her  daugh- 
ter, (a  very  delicate  woman,)  were  living  in  a  back  damp  basement 
room,  with  no  carpet  on  the  floor.  O !  how  thankful  they  were 
for  the  aid  given  them  through  this  Society.  They  say,  "  the  com- 
fort of  coals,  warm  garments,  etc.,  cannot  be  known  or  felt,  except 
by  those  in  just  such  needy  circumstances  as  we  are.  God  reward 
you  all  for  such  labors  of  love.  "  I  have  cared  for  a  very  aged 
colored  woman,  rejoicing  in  being  a  Christian,  and  in  being  ready 
to  go  to  the  dear  Lord,  when  He  will  call  her  home  to  glory. 
Have  also  a  blind  woman,  who  thankfully  receives  what  we  can 
give  her  each  season.  She  blesses  God  for  this  Society  for  "  how 
could  I  live  without  the  coals,  etc.,  furnished  me."  Others  testify 
that  but  for  this  relief  they  would  utterly  perish,  during  the  hard 
winter.  " 

One  of  the  most  laborious  visitors  who  has  72  families  on  her 
list,  gives  us  many  interesting  incidents.  She  mentions  an  old 
German  woman,  who  had  lost  her  eye-sight  by  embroidery  ;  she 
had  three  children  to  whom  she  gave  most  tender  care  :  she  had 
perfect  trust  in  her  Heavenly  Father.  They  were  almost  entirely 
supported  by  the  Society  and  private  aid. 

One  bitter  cold  day,  she  saw  a  little  boy  picking  cinders;  talking 
with  him  a  little,  she  learned  that  his  father  was  very  ill.  She 
accompanied  him  home,  there  was  neither  food  nor  fuel  in  the 
house ;  the  father  was  indeed  ill,  and  the  mother,  though  preparing 
to  wash,  that  she  might  earn  a  little  money  to  procure  food,  looked 
scarcely  able  to  stand.    Their  most  pressing  wants  were  at  once 
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supplied;  the  poor  woman  fell  upon  her  knees,  and  with  tears  ex- 
pressed her  thanks  for  the  unexpected  relief.  They  were  after- 
wards visited  frequently,  and  provided  with  blankets,  flannels,  etc. 

Visiting  a  sick  child  on  one  occasion,  she  was  surprised  at  her 
knowledge  of  the  Saviour,  and  her  wonderful  faith,  she  said  :  "  I 
know  that  Jesus  loves  me,  I  shall  not  die  now,  I  shall  get  well." 
She  prayed  aloud  with  much  simplicity,  and  frequently  expressed 

her  belief  that  God  would  answer  her  prayers  for  the  conversion 
of  her  sisters ;  contrary  to  the  expectation  of  all  she  recovered. 
Conversing  with  a  German  woman  one  day,  who  had  three  little 
children  sick  with  diphtheria.  She  became  much  interested  in  her, 
The  poor  woman  could  not  believe  in  a  change  of  heart,  but  was 
anxious  to  know  the  truth;  she  prayed  earnestly,  her  desire  became 
intense;  one  day,  as  the  visitor  entered,  she  hastened  towards  her. 
exclaiming  with  joy,  "  Now,  I  know  for  myself,  glory  to  God,  I 
am  born  again. " 

We  cannot  record  these  encouraging  facts  without  thinking  of 
one,  who  used  to  furnish  many  of  them,  and  who  was  always 
ready  for  the  hardest  wrork. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Merriam  was  for  five  or  six  years  a  most  faithful 
laborer  both  in  this  and  the  Dorcas  Society.  Laid  aside  from  ac- 
tive duties  by  a  most  painful  disease,  she  was  for  nine  months  con- 
fined to  her  room,  most  of  the  time  suffering  keenly,  but,  with 
perfect  patience  a*nd  resignation.  Her  interest  in  the  Society  never 
wavered  from  her  dying  bed,  she  gave  relief  to  a  few  pensioners, 
whom  she  was  unwilling  to  relinquish.  She  requested  her  daugh- 
ter to  fill  her  place  in  the  Board,  and  to  labor  faithfully.  She 
passed  away  gently  on  Sabbath  morning,  August  3,  leaving  to  her 
family  and  friends  the  inspiring  influence  of  her  example,  and  the 
precious  memories  of  a  loving  and  useful  life. 

The  Dorcas  Society  have  furnished  for  distribution  during  the 
winter,  1870  garments,  163  blankets,  and  96  sheets.  What  an 
army  of  sufferers  has  been  relieved — could  we  see  them  all  gath- 
ered in  one  company,  how  it  would  inspire  us  for  earnest  work  in 
the  future. 

We  enter  upon  a  new  year  of  labor  with  energy  and  hope,  be- 
lieving that  He  who  lias  helped  us  hitherto  will  still  add  his  bless- 
ing, and  crown  our  earnest  efforts  with  abundant  success.

# 


CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 


NEW    YORK    DORCAS  SOCIETY 

AUXILIARY  TO  THE  ASSISTANCE  SOCIETY. 


Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  New  York 
Dorcas  Society,  Auxiliary  to  the  Assistance  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  make  up  articles 
of  Clothing  for  the  Sick  Poor  of  the  City,  which  shall  be  given 
to  the  Parent  Society  for  distribution. 

Art.  3.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Directress,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  Board  of  Managers,  to  be 
chosen  annually. 

Art.  4.  The  duty  of  the  Directress  shall  be  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board,  have  the  work  prepared,  and  hand  the 
garments  over  to  the  Parent  Society. 

Art.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys 
received,  and  render  an  annual  account  of  the  same. 

Art.  6.  The  Secretary  shall  receive  all  moneys,  pay  them 
over  to  the  Treasurer,  and  render  an  annual  account. 

Art.  7.  The  Managers  shall  collect  Subscriptions  and  Dona- 
tions, attend  the  Sewing  and  Monthly  Meetings,  and  assist  in 
preparing  the  work  of  the  Society. 

Art.  8.  The  Monthly  Meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Friday  of  every  month. 

Art.  9.  The  Sewing  Meetings  shall  be  held  every  Friday 
morning,  from  11,  until  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

Meetings  will  be  held  this  season  in  the  Consistory  Room  of 
the  Dutch  Church,  corner  of  Twenty-ninth  Street  and  Fifth  Ave- 
nue, every  Wednesday  morning,  from  10,  until  1  o'clock  p.  m.
